The military measures which 
had been planned for a state of 
“strained relations" were then 
considered, but the military 
were told they must not do dny- 
thing which would Increase’ 
tension. 

Lord Ismay believed that In 
the North Atluntle Treaty lies 
the best, If not the only hope of 
peace.

Official Version 


Of This Morning’s' 


. Fire’ In Kowloon — 


The following official version of early morning 
blaze in Kowloon today has been released through 
the Government Public Relations Office: © ~~ 


A fire broke out In an In- 
dustrial aren nt Tal Kok Tsul 
at-the end . of Tong Mel Road, 
Kowloon in the carly hours of 
this morning. 

Owing to the = strong wind 
blowing at the time, there was 
a distinct danger of the = fire 
spreading but this was averted 
by the efforts of frefighters 
from the Kowloon Station who 
had the blaze under control In 
wn hour, There were no 
casualties, The cause of the out- 
break fy not yet known, 

The aren of the fire adjoins 
the waterfront. A number of 
vehicular ferries tled up nearby 
were warned to cast off ata 
mement's notice as the wind was 
blowing the fire towards their 
berths. It was not necessary 
for thewh to do so, however. 

Mr W. J. Gorman, Chicf 
Oflicer of the Hongkong Fire 
Brigade who conducted the fire 
iighting operations said the fre 
was first observed ‘at 3.01 a.m. 
through the vigilance of a fire- 
man on duty inthe Kowloon 
Fire Statlon compound. Six 
engines und two flreflonts 
were Wespatched and the out~ 
break was under control by 4.07 
am. and extinguished ot 4.30 
am. 


STORES AFFECTED 

The area where the fire took 
place Is about 300 to 400 yards 
in extent and contained a num- 
ber of metal and gloss foundricy, 
dangerous goods stores, oll stores 
a rubber tyre store, oxygtn and 
acetylene cylinder stores and 
three ply timber stores, 

At_ the height of the fire, 
cylinders:‘and o!l drums were 
heard exploding ond the strong 
southeast wind considerably 
handicapped the firemen in their 
operations of getting the blaze 
under control, 

Mr Gorman said that at one 
time there was considerable 
danger of a small shipyard and 
bost building shed on the water- 
front near the Hongkong Ship- 
yard becoming involved, 

Firemen and Police were on 
the ecene this morning trying to 
discover the cause of the out- 
break. 

STARTED IN SHOP 

A China ‘ Maly representative
